* These amounts are the totals of payments actually made during the year. The pay- 
ments made in 1858 and 1859 included arrears due to various Railway Companies for 
services performed in previous years. The payments in 1859 also included the salaries of 
Postmasters and their Clerks for 13 months, and the salaries of Sub-Postmasters for five, 
quarters. In the payments for 1860 these salaries for 11 months and three quarters only, 
are included. 

f The produce of the impressed stamp on Irish newspapers, which is brought to account 
by the Board of Inland Revenue, is not included in the totals of Postal Revenue 
collected. 

t In these totals Ireland has not been charged with any portion of the cost of the 
Packet Service between England and Ireland, or of the cost of Foreign and Colonial 
Packets, or of the manufacture of postage stamps, or of stationery, or of the general 
management of the department. 

If Ireland were charged with a fair proportion of the expenditure undei; these heads, the 
total sum expended for postal purposes in connexion with Ireland would considerably 
exceed the revenue derivable from the Irish Post Office.
